Senator Stewart, who was Invited by 


the Directors of tbe State Agricultural 
Society to do so, delivered tho annual 
address of the Society at tho Pavilion 
last night. A comprehensive synopsis 
of his speech is published in the JOURNAL 
this morning. He discussed subjects ol 
paramount interest to tuo State, in fact 
those on which its very existence de- 
pends. That oar resour ;es are greater 
than we are generally credited with there 
is no doubt. As population increases in 
tbe older States 'and home seekers can- 
not find land elsewhere, more attention 
will be directed to the arid region, which 
has a climate unsurpassed ic salubrious- 
ness, and soil unequalled in fertility, 
and which only requires moistnro and 
cultivation to make as productive as any 
in the temperate zone. 


At present one of our most pressing 


needs is a population that will consume 
our agricultural products and produce 
something that can „ be profitably ex- 
ported to pay for such products. As 
capital will not invest in manufacturing 
enterprises wo have to rely almost ex- 
clusively on tbe development 
of the 


mineral resources of the State to attract 
such a population, and gave the State 
from bankruptcy. Anything, therefore, 
that encourages the development of our 
resources should meet the approval of 
every NeVadan. " It is conceded by 
every intelligent person in the State that 
nothing will so materially assist in 
attaining th's result as the free coinage 
of silver. 


Senator Stewart says the motto of our 


State is "The free and unlimited coinage 
of silver, equally with gold." To prove 
that this motto means more than idle 
words, let us sink personal animosities 
and partisan prejudices and work united- 
ly for the welfare of the State. If the 
exigencies of the case require it. and the 
next session of Congress will determine 
that question, let the independent elect- 
ors of Novada rise above partisanism for 
the good of the commonwealth, and 
nominate three responsible citizens for 
Presidential electors, who will pledge 
themselves to vote for tho candidate and 
party that will promise to light ihe 
wrong of 1878, by opening the mints for 
tho free coinage of silver as well as gold. 
No real friend of silver will object to 
t movement of that character, and it will 
show the goldites that the people of 
Nevada are capable of rising above par- 
tisanism, whe'i the prosperity of the 
State is involved, and that they -will no 
be longer duped and hoodwinked by 
place-hunting politicians.

Grand Lodge or Odd Fellows

Tho Nebraska Republican Convention 


was dominated by Senator Paddock, a 
tool of the goldites and henchman of 
Harrison, who permits him to dispose of 
the Federal patronage in his State. The 
result is a platform, the financial plank 
of which was doubtless framed in Wall 
Street. 
This plank declares that tbe 


free and unlimited coinage of silver 
would tond to the hoarding of gold and 
force tho use of cho p money in pay- 
ment of wages in every workshop, mill, 
factory, store and farm, and tend to the 
scaling down of wages of toilers, already 
depressed. 


The fallacy of this argument is so 


apparent that it scarcely deserves com- 
ment. The silver dollar of the Uuited 
States contains 41873 grains of stiver 
900 fine, or in other words 371^ grains 
of pure silver and ten per cent, alloy. 
Free coinage will not reduce the weight 
of the dollar, nor in any way change the 
quantity of silver which it contains. 
It 


will, however, restore silver from a com- 
modity, like lead and iron, as it now is, 
•with no fixed value, to the place which 
it occupied as a precious metal fiom the 
most remote ages until it was surrep- 
ticiously demonetized to benefit money 
lenders. It has never been proposed by 
the advocates of free coinage to reduce 
the quantity of silver in tho standard 
dollar or any other coin, consequently a 
dollar stamped in the mint witn coinage 
free will bo as good as a dollar coined at 
the present time ftom silver puichased 
by the Government. Free coinage, in 
fact, will give the dollar n standing in 
commercial circles which it does not 
now possess, because ,it will cjivo tl<c 
silver which it contains a fixed value, 
which cannot be changed by tha gold 
brokers of New York and London.

Senator Stewart's Address Before the 


State Agricultural Society. 


Hon. Win. M. Stewart, in compliance 


with tbe request of the State Agricultural 
Society, delivered the annual address at the 
Pavilion last uight to a large and appreciat- 
ive audience. Hon. M. D. Foley, Superin- 
tendent of the Pavilion, with appropriate 
remarks, introduced 
tbe speaker, who 


was received with applause,

said: 


Mr. 
President, Ladies and Gentlemen'— 


Nevada has been misiepiesented; it is not an 
uninhabitable deseit. Its mineral resouices are 
unsurpassed; its capacity for the production of 
agricultural products has not been fully ascei- 
tained, but in quality and vauety of fiuits, veg- 
etables and cereals Nevada is second to none.

connected theiewith could be utilized and dis- 
tributed upon the land they command, Reno 
would be a city, and agricultural products 
would be produced sufficient to supply the 
people of every one of several of the Atlantic 
States. 


II the waters of the Humboldt and its tiibu- 


tarics could be conserved and utilized, more 
agricultural products could be produced than in 
any State of New England. 


The Carson and Walker nval the Truckee 


and the Humboldt in the possibilities of pro- 
duction, if their waters were utilized. 


Theie aie many other streams and sources of 


water supply in the State, all of which will be 
ultimately utilized to the utmost extent. 
THE ARID REGION ATTRACTING ATTENTION, 


Those who think that the time is far remote 


when the agricultural resources of Nevada will 
be in demand, are much mistaken. The pop- 
ulation of the United States is rapidly increas- 
ing. 
It has extended from the Atlantic to the 


Pacific until it has exhansted all of the avail- 
able homestead land outside of the arid region. 
The attention of the people of the old and new 
world seeking homes is already attracted to the 
arid region of the United States. Utah, Idaho, 
Colorado and Montana are advancing in wealth 
and population in unpaiallelled strides 


The area where wheat can be successfully 


and cheaply produced is being diminished; the 
new lands of the Mississippi Valley for wheat 
giowing is about exhausted. Population is 
pressing to the arid regions; it will necessarily 
come to Nevada. 


It is cheaper to transport wheat raised in the

Bow Tin Plates Are Made. 


Tho following particulars of the More- 
•ood process of tinning jilatea, now in 


use in the United States, may be of in- 
sreat. The plfttes are rolled in the or- 
inary manner into black sheets, eight 
f these sheets being rolled at one time, 
nd after brtng sheared to size are put 
n the black pickle batli of sulphuric 
cid, 
where all oxidation is removed 


?hey are then placed in an annealing 
nrnace for thirty-sis hours, after which 
hey are passed through the cold rolls 
eceiviug a smoothly polished snrlmo 
?hey nra annealed again and put into 
he white ptckle. where they are thor 
Highly cleansed from any oxidation 
["hey are then ready for the tinning 
process. 


The inotla of putting on the coating of 


tin is very simple. The plates arc first 
submerged in a bath of palm oil until all 
,he water disappears, the oil forming a 
lux for tbe tin, the first coat of which ia 
received ia the tin pot; the plates are 
»e?t dipped in the "wash pot," and when 
;aken out tho tin ia spread over the sur- 
'ace with a brush by hand. The final 
act in tbe tin coating process consists in 
passing the plates through rolls running 
'n palm oil, whereby the tin Is evenly 
distributed and a smooth surface ob- 
tained. 


There are five of these rolls used, three 


running on top of two, and the plates 
make two passes through them, in the 
first place being let down through the 
Irbt and second of the upper Bet, and by 
a cradle arrangement being returned 
through the second and third. This coin 
pletes the tinning operation proper, and 
the polish is obtained by rapid move- 
ments of the plates through bran and 
middlings, respectively, and then polish 
ing with sheepskin. The result obtained 
is a very excellent article of bright tin 
plate.—Iron
